Red Cross To Help 
Flu Infected Districts 

Cities and towns needing nurses 
and hospitals supplies to care 
for influenza cases among civil- 
ians moat make ' their needs 
known through their local health 
officier and local Red Cross Chap 
ter and not apply direct to Red 
Cross division headquarters. 

The same procedare holds 
good for military schools estab. 
lished in collejres which may be 
stricken with the epidemic. 

This statement w^as issued at 
Lake Division headquarters this 
afternoon as a result of the con- 
fusion arising among civilian 
popuiiition and student soldiers 
neediug nursing care and sup 
plies. 

If local Red Cross resources 

and public health resources are 
not ndeqiiate, local healtli officers 
can get help from Division Ued 
Cross beadquafters it their state 
boards of health request It: 

All chapters have been pro- 
vided with full instruclious as 
to procedure, relationship with 
local boards of heoltfi and with 
the division headquarters. Mean- 
while the Lake Division is still 
sending nurses and hospitial 
supplies direct to military camps 
alauwt aa qaicMy as veqnisi 
tions are received. New requisi- 
tions are on hand from Camp 
Taylor, Sherman and Buell. 

All graduates and practical 
nuraes are again urged to com- 
municaie with their- nearest Red 
Cross chapter for assi<,'nment. 

Chapters have received full 
instructions bow to oarry. out a 
survey of their local anrtiiibg re- 
sou rces and all nurses are re- 
peatedly being ur^'ed not to go 
out on any influenza a siguments 
without some antborization from 
the Red Cross This is to enable 
the Red Cross to keep a consUnt 
inventory of the number and 
kind of nurses available. With- 
out thia ivnentofy, according to 
the statement from division head- 
quarters, confusion will result. 

Today's instructions to Kef.- 
Cross chapters from James L* 
ITieaer, ehainnaa of tbe diviaion 
Committee on Influenza, suggest 
that local chapters organize 
groups of lay women to augment 
the prtrfesaional nursing forces if 
necessary. The instructions, 
however, point out thai the or- 
ganization of such women should 
include only those who are, 
through some preyiona training 
or experience, qualified for mem- 
bership in this important auxili- 
ary force.

been turning: In pennies and nlckles 
snd pasting a green stamp on their 
Thrift card. The Earn and Give club 
can now USe some of tboae cards and 
War SavUiga alaa^att-lhalr caavalga 
among the younger people for the 
united war fund. 

This fall when the war council of 
the Y. W. C. A. made plans for the 
1018 war drive, it Uldadad in Its pro- 
gram the rule that nq, young girls un- 
der eighteen can do any soHeltteg. 
on the streets or otherwise. They can 
give, but they can only give by earn- 
ing. Conse<iuently In order to co-or- 
dinate the efforts o< the girls in all the 
districts over tike eovntry, the BSam 
and Give club Is enrolling members 
and has given out an e.stlmnte of $5 
apiece to be earned for the war fund 
campaign by tbe American girls who 
still count their age la tesae, flva 
dollars ^[>lece from the yoangw gliis 
of tbe country will mean tbat the na- 
tion as a whole will fill its •Aeritable 
erganizatlons' war chest. 

Some high school girl in New York 
city la going to earn her |5 by shining 
her own ahoee Instead of stopping at 
the Greek stand on her way to school 
and by making her own sandwiches fur 
her noon lunch. Out in Iowa the girl 
who has been spending 16 cents plus 
war Hmx tut a nwvie three nights a 
week la going to draw a line through 
t}ie movie habit except when there is 
an especially good bill. More than one 
girl plans to clean all her own gloves 
this winter aad to salvage all the pa- 
per and collections of Jnnk about the 
house which should be sold to the Jimk 
man to be worked over Into some pro- 
ductive industry. The girls in their 
'teens are going to earn instead of 
ask others for the meaey. Ihay are to 
sacrlllee and give In tbalr own names 
and older women will make the public 
requests for money elsewhere. 

Many of the girls who ore waiting 
to Join the Earn and Give dob are al- 
ready Patrlotie leagqers, and tbey have 
learned several practical lessons in the 
thrift that will make them efTectlve 
members of the new club by their con- 
servation of fruits and vegetables. 
Tbey have canned and pilled. Mow 
when the end &t summer brings the 
beginning of scbool they will change 
their thrift Into winter thrift and be- 
gin saving their $5 for the Y. W. C. A. 
war fund.
